Avila  College  will  have  213  resident  stu- 
dents during  1969-1970.  On  the  Avila  campus

tration of  commuting  students  will  not  be 
completed  until  September  12. 

In  1961  before  Avila  moved  to  its  new  cam- 
pus, Avila  had  less  than  fifteen  resident  stu- 
dents. In  eight  years  the  number  has  risen 
from  12  to  213.  Avila  is  proud  of  this  increase 
in  enrollment.

When  many  schools 
are  experiencing  a decrease  in  enrollment, 
Avila  is  expanding.
